SEWER SYSTEM 
FOR SIKESTON 


July 30th, 1923 
Mr. R. G. Applegate, 
Sikeston, Missouri. 


Dear Sir:— 
In regard to the question in the last 
paragraph of your letter as to what 
population the sewer is laid out for, 
we will state that the determ infing 
factor in laying out this sewer system 
s not the population but the capacity 
for storm water sewaga. 
The sani­ 
tary sewage is so little in comparison 
to the storm w ater sewage, that the 
sewer as laid out will take care of all 
the people you could possibly get in­ 
side the area served by the sewer. In 
legard to its capacity to carry storm 
water sewage, we wrote a letter to 
Mr. Black under date of June 25th in 
response to his question as to what 
area might be added to the present 
sower district and we will outline to 
y«u in a good deal the same way that 
we outlined to him how* 
this 
sewer 
system is designed and w’hat area it 
will take care of. 


When we first laid out 
the 
main 
trunk line sewer we did not know ex­ 
actly what area would be included in 
the sewer district, but we assumed 
hat it would be approximately as you 
have outlined it. 
We expected also 
that some additional area would 
be 
included at a later date and when we 
designed the main trunk line we had 
in mind an area of about 600 acres in 
all. 
The area of the district as now 
outlined is about 400 acres and there 
are about 150 acres in the district to 
the west, which Mr. Black indicated 
might possibly be added later. 


In our design w'e have endeavored 
to strike a proper balance between an 
adequate carrying capacity and proper 
economy and therefore, we have pro­ 
bably not made the main 
sew'er 
as 
large as we would have had we not 
tried to combine economy with util­ 
ity. 
In other words, there may he a 
condition at times when all the storm 
w ater will not be immediately taken 
aw’ay fixim the 600 acres by the aew- 
er as designed. 
For instance, suppos­ 
ing that in the w inter you should have 
a freezing rainfall followed by a hard 
freeze which would make the ground 
’impervious and should this be follow­ 
ed in a day or two by an unusually 
heavy rain, none of the w ater would 
soak 
into 
the 
ground but all of it 
would run off and the sewer might 
not, under these conditions, 
immed­ 
iately dispose of all tihe rain 
w’ater 
runoff. 
Such 
extreme 
conditions, 
however, cannot properly be provided 
for 
in 
the 
design of a sewer as it 
would make the cost prohibitive. 
In making our calculations we have 
assumed 
also, 
that 
not all of the 
street« would be paved with curb and 
gutter, but that the streets dn the out­ 
lying districts will allow some of the 
water to 1m * taken up by 
the 
sand. 
This is a reasonable assumption and 
you wall redaily see that if we a a si in* 
<*d all th< streets in the area are to 
be paved with curb and guttti which 
would require all the w ater falling on 
the streets and a good deal 
of 
'he 
water falling on the houses to be ta k ­ 
en care of by the sewer, the size re­ 
quired would increase the cost con­ 
siderably. 
In unusual heavy 
rain 
falls 
the 
w’ater in the sewer system will pro­ 
bably hack up until it stands several 
feet deep in the m a n h o le s 
and 
the 
pripe will discharge 
under 
pressure 
rather than as a pipe simply flowing 
full. 
In this way a great deal more 
w ater will be discharged <han if the 
pipe were simply flowing full. 
This 
will make it necessary for everyone 
making connection to this sy.srem and 
having their 
cellars 
or 
basem en,' 
drained into it to have what is known 
as a backwater valve which will pre­ 
vent water flowing into the basements 
should the manholes become full of 
w ater and the water in the sewer r.se 
higher than the basement floor. This 
condition, of course, 
would be only 
temporary and* the back water valve 
will prevent any flooding of the base­ 
ments. 
The sewer system as we have 
de­ 
signed it will have from six to ten 
times the capacity of the storm w at­ 
er sewer which you now have even if 
the present sewer system is cleaned 
out and in good working order. In the 
condition the prosent 
sewer is now' 
in, the new sewer will probably have 
thirty or forty times the capacity of 
your present system. You know it is 
our intention to retain the use of the 
present storm water sewer after hav­ 
ing it cleaned out ami the capacity of 
the new- sewer will be clear gain and 
in addition to the capacity 
of 
your 
present system. 
We calculate 
that 
the sewer system, as we have design­ 
ed it, without taking into considera­ 
tion the capacity of your present sys­ 
tem, will discharge 
at 
the 
rate of 
about 35,000 gallons per minute 
if 
the rainfall is sufficient. 
While there 
might be an annual rainfall that would 
carry more water than this to the sew­ 
er and the streets maght be tempo­ 
rarily flooded, this condition could not 


last long with a »ewer 
discharging 
35,000 gallons per minute. 
We gave the design of this system 
a good dial of study in order to pro­ 
vide a system which would 
be 
ade­ 
quate to take care of your require- 
m< nts and at the same time be econ­ 
omical. 
It is ea sy enough to design 
a sewer system large enough to take 
care of any condition of rainfall, but 
it is not so easy 
to 
get 
it 
large 
enough to be entirely satisfactory and 
»till no more expensive than is abso­ 
lutely necessary. 
This is what 
we 
have tried to do and we believe that 
we have struck the proper balance be­ 
tween adequate size and economy as 
is possible. 
We 
hope 
that 
this 
explanation, 
which has been somewhat at length, j 
will make the matter entirely plain 
to you. 
If it should be that you and 
your committee would approve of in­ 
creasing the size of the sewer and al­ 
so the expenditure for it in order to 
take care of some of the m xrj unus­ 
ual conditions, which may possibly be 
encountered in the way 
of 
lainfall, 
we would be glad to design the sys­ 
tem with a larger main line sewer. 
The only portion of your sewer sys­ 
tem which is designed on the basis of 
population 
>is 
the 
sewage disposal 
plant. 
While this has not been de­ 
signed in detail, the estimated cost 
wlhach we have used 
for 
this plant 
would be sufficient to provide for a 
sewage* disposal plant to dispose of 
the sewage fro ma population of from 
five to six thousand.

In regard to the question in the last 
paragraph of your letter as to what 
population the sewer is laid out for, 
we will state that the determinging 
factor in laying out this sewer system 
s not the population but the capacity 
for storm water sewago.

to the storm water sewage, that the 
sewer as laid out will take care of all 
the people you could possibly get in- 
Kide the area served by the sewer. In 
regard to its capacity to carry storm 
water sewage, we wrote a letter to 
Mr. Black under date of June 25th in 
irsponse to his question as to what 
area might In* added to the present 
sewer district and we will outline to 
yau in a good deal the same way that 
we outlined to him how 
this sewer 
system is designed and what area it 
will take care of. 
When w’e first laid out 
the main 
trunk line sewer we did not know ex­ 
actly what area would be included in 
the sewer district, but w’e assumed 
that it would be approximately as you 
have outlined it. 
W’e expected also 
that some additional area would 
be 
ncluded at a later date and when we 
designed the main trunk line we had 
in mind an area of about 600 acres in 
all. 
The area of the district as now- 
outlined is about 400 acres and there 
are about 150 acres in the district to 
the west, which Mr. Black indicated 
might possibly be added later. 
In our design w-e have endeavored 
to strike a proper balance between an

the demand: 
L “Now that cotton is beginning to 
«»pen in practically all the heavy cot­ 
ton producing counties in the state 
[and cotton ds coming on the inraket 
in increasing volume, we again have a 
»radical demonstration of the effect 
of a disorderly system of marketing 
| on the price of cotton. We have been 
[told in the years of the past that the 
decline in the price of cotton during 
harvesting season was due to the uv* 
i er-production of cotton, but we now 
| observe that the same results are in 
evidence when ¡it ¡is generally recog­ 
nized that there is practically no car­ 
ryover and that we are facing a short 
crop. 
La >t year a t this time we en­ 
tered the market with 4,500,000 bales 


that we are entering this season with 
more than 1,500,000 bales less cotton 
than there was at this time last year, 
with no unemployment and a world in 
a far better condition 
to 
absorb a 
large crop at a higher price than ex- 
isttnl a year ago. 
“It will be hoserved from these sta­ 
tistical facts that there is the great­ 
est cotton famine l>efore us that the 
world has ever known, but it is also 
true that when there is more cotton 
marketed every day (that the market 
can absorb each day the price is cer­ 
tain to decline. 
“It was proved that the world can 
absorb at, at least, 30 cents per pound 
and if we do not get that amount for 
our cotton it is due to our own un­ 
willingness to work towiyrd the suc­ 
cess of a plan of orderly marketing, 
which is the only way known to man 
hat our cotton can be made to bring 


its ftil value and get for it a price 
justified by the absorbing power of 
the consuming public. 
“ It is the duty of the membership 
to help us overcome these conditions 
at the earliest possible date by sign­ 
ing up their neighbors and by assist­ 
ing all present members to make de­ 
liveries.”
